penſations of GOD' Providerce,ard brings 
ing Examples trom Antiquity ot {he Con- 
Rancy and Glory of the ſutt-riag Chr-ifiians 
in a Ages, encouraged the Pcople to own 
their Mafter, and confeſs Chrift [cus be- 
fore the World, let the Periecutivn be of 
what Nature, and atiung to what D-gree 
loever.

Periecution—-He was, wherber by a Prophe-

ſhould be reflor-d to greater Liberty and 
greater Proſperity than ev-r ſhe enjyd, 
ſhould be eſtabliſhed even by her Enemies, 
and ſhovld exceed both in Number, and ia 
the Power of Religion, the greateſt Prol- 
perity of the i- Ance ſtore.
